The British Plan 


In the Crown Agents Stamp Bulletin 
for 1st July 1952 we find the following . . “British Guiana—The 
Peace issue will be invalidated as from 30th November 1952. Any 
unused stamps will be exchanged if forwarded to the Postmaster 
General, Georgetown, British Guiana before 28th February, 1953.” 

It is for reasons such as the above that British Colonies advance 
to a value above face value almost as soon as they go out of issue. 
The quantities issued are sufficient to supply all who want them 
when issued and speculators know that they are to be demonetized 
by becoming invalidated, so that they do not buy large lots to hold 
for advance in value. Large holdings would hold the catalog value 
down and the retail value down for so long that the speculators 
would not have a chance for profit, so they do not speculate with 
these stamps to the extent that is done with our commemoratives 
which are good for postage today and for 10 or 100 years from today. 

We have felt for some time that we would like to see something 
done that would help pull our modern U. S. stamps out of the dumps 
they have fallen into. Regardless of what anyone may say or think. 
I am of the opinion that most collectors like to see the value of their 
stamps increase from year to year. That is perhaps one reason why 
British Colonials have held their popularity for so long a time and 
will continue to be popular among collectors,

New Discoveries 


New discoveries concerning any stamps can only be made by a 
thorough examination and study -of such stamps by collectors who 
know and understand such stamps. It is for this reason that so 
little is actually known about Hawaiian Missionary stamps. There 
are so few of them in existence that it is impossible for keen 
students to see and examine them. The copies are held by wealthy 
men whose greatest asset is the cash with which to have purchased 
the stamps rather than any ability to study and understand what 
they have bought. They were sold the stamps by dealers: whose 
only interest in the stamps was to sell them at a high price. In all 
the years that the owners have owned these rare stamps little or 
nothing has been learned as to their printing, their typographic 
composition or whether they are all alike or differ in minute typo- 
graphic detail. These things could easily be determined by an expert 
printer and stamp student who could have the opportunity to ex- 
amine a number of the stamps at the same time. Even through the 
use of photographs which are highly unreliable for comparison, it

has been learned that there are some typographic differences in the | 


stamps, differences not heretofore seen by others because they are 
not properly trained to examine type set stamps. 

The late Mr. Charles J. Phillips in testifying concerning the Mis- 
sionary stamps in the trial over the Grinnell stamps showed an utter 
ignorance of the stamps. Mr. Phillips testified that in each value 
and in the different types that the stamps were alike in minute typo- 
graphic detail. This is positively untrue. Mr. Phillips testified that 
there had been only one printing of the stamps. This is also appar- 
ently untrue for it can definitely be shown that there is a difference 
in certain of the stamps which would indicate more than one printing 
and the general belief of modern students is that there was two or 
three or perhaps even more printings. Much could be learned by a 
study of the frame lines only if enough of the stamps could be got 
together at one time for such study. A set of photographs, all made 
on the same scale could be of great help. The larger the photos are 
the less they show as they tend to lose something and distort. If we 
could have a set of photos all of which are made exactly actual size it 
would be possible to make comparisons that would tell a lot of things 
that have heretofore been unrecognized as concerns these stamps,

In the July 21 edition one of the 
two questions asked was “what is 
the highest denomination postage 
stamp on which Benjamin Frank- 
lin has appeared?” The answer 
as given was the “$2 of 1918”. 

That of course is not true as 
two eagle-eyed readers, Elzie Un- 
thank of Dayton, Ohio and John 
S. Bath of Washington, C.- H., 
Ohio, pointed out. The true an- 
swer is the $5 of 1918. 

Just prior to the writing of the 
U. S. NOTES for that week a 
reader had sent a copy of this $5 
stamp here for examination and 
it seemed to furnish good basic 
material for one of the weekly 
questions. So I used it but the 
answer, as the result of poor proof 
reading came out $2 instead of $5. 

The $2 (both of the 1918 and 
1920 issues) and the $5 of 1918 
which all have the same design 
were bi-colors. Mr. Unthank 
points out that the same plate, 
#8179, was used to print the vig- 
/// of Franklin on both $2 and 
5

Memorials would include the 
Famous Americans and the other 
stamps which honor various indi- 
viduals. 

Mourning stamps would include 
the 15c Lincoln of 1866, the Hard- 
ing and the four Roosevelts, al- 
though the latter are not in black, 
but were nevertheless issued as a 
mourning set. 

In the propaganda or publicity 
field are the various exposition 
sets and singles, the National 
Parks, the Flags, the NATO, De-

Flight Covers 


Assistance to collectors in the 
United States “And Canada who 
want covers from the first flight 
of airmail from Australia to Cocos 
Island, Mauritius and Johannes- 
burg, South Africa is offered by 
Major R. C. Dettman, 72 Marlow 
St., Claremont, Western Australia. 

He will service all covers at face 
value supplying the envelopes 
and the addressing and the post- 
age. Readers are asked to en- 
close some mint U. S. in apprecia- 
tion of the envelopes which he 
will supply without cost, 

As scheduled by the Australian 
Post Office Department there will 
be the postage cost to any of the 
above three destinations, a further 
return postage cost back to Aus- 
tralia, besides which Major Dett- 
man will return their covers en- 
closed in an outer envelope to re- 
quests from the western hemi- 
sphere. 

Costs will be approximately one 
dollar per cover per destination. 
Full coverage of three covers 
eosts three dollars. Names and 
payment must be in Major Dett- 
man’s hands by August 15, the 
flight itself taking place in early 
September. 

Remittances should be in dollar 
bills inasmuch as money orders 
take about four months for cash- 
ing. Airmail is the only service 
which will reach Australiqg in 
time to make the deadline. 





Harmers Conclude 


Auction Season 
A four-day auction on July 14, 


the H. R. Harmer auction season 
of 1951-52. Despite the prevalent 
hot weather in New York, the at- 
tractiveness of the material 
brought large rooms competing 
with the invisible mail bidders, 
resulting in a total of $30,870. 

This brought overall realization 
for the 22 auctions of 65 sessions 
to $601,446. 

The highest figure for a one- 
owner auction was $55,285 for 
Part II of the Y. Souren estate 
offered by order of the executors 
followed by the E. D. Finney 
China and Confederate States at 


$30,490. 
The stamps of the United 
States represented 48% of the 


lots sold and approximately 55% 
of the monetary total. Prices gen- 
erally hardened during the sea- 
son; United States improved an 
average of 15%, more particular- 
ly with quality pieces. 

Confederate States, notably in 
the Finney auction, showed a vast 
awakening of interest and an im- 
in value of perhaps 
30 to 40 percent. British Com- 
monwealth improved a little and 
Europe, both in the classics and 
the rather reduced 20th Century 
material brought forth a revival 
of interest,

Release of the stamp will be made 
August 7, but it does not become 
valid for postage until the 13th. 





The stamp was designed by 
Prof. Vinzenz Gorgon and_ en- 
graved by Prof. Ferdinand Lor- 
ber. The Austrian State Print-| 
ing Works was responsible for the | 
production which consisted of| 
800,000 copies in sheets of 50. 
Nikolaus Lenau, although born 
in Csatad, Hungary August 13, 
1802 was of German descent and 
spent most of his life in Austria. 
From 1832 to 1835 he lived in the 
United States where he owned a 
farm in Pennsylvania, but home- 
sickness drove him back to Aus- 
tria. 

His first book of poems, pub- 
lished during that time in Austria, 
made him famous, 

Unfortunately and unhappy in 
his private life his poems became 
more and more melancholy, his 
mind became disturbed and in 
1844 he had to be committed to 
an institution where he died on 
August 22, 1850, without ever hav- 
ing regained his mental health. 
His poems and other writings, 
many of them of everlasting 
beauty, are still admired and cited 
in every country where German 
is spoken. 

News of the stamp came from 
Edwin Mueller, New York City, 
and the Austrian Postal Admin- 
istration.

Stamps Stolen, 
People Puzzled 


The substitution of 450,000 Ic 
postage stamps for 10c denomina- 
tion stamps of the 1922-26 issue 
was being investigated in Chicago 
and Washington, D. C. by postal 
inspectors and officials. Because 
of their age the 10c stamps have 
an added value to stamp collec- 
tors, 

According to the Chicago Tri- 
bune the missing lot of stamps 
had a face value of $45,000. The 
substitution occurred within a 
period of ten days. 

The stamps were discovered re- 
cently buried under a stockpile 
in the storeroom of the new post 
office building. They had appar- 
ently been removed with the 
stock from the old post office 
building where they had been 
overlooked. 

When discovered they were 
recognized as of philatelic value 
so officials notified the Post Of- 
fice Department in Washington 
which ordered the stamps ship- 
ped there. 

When the package arrived it 
was found that the substitution 
| had been made, for only 1c stamps 
of current issue were in the pack- 
ages. 

A postal inspector was assigned 
in Washington to conduct an in- 
vestigation. He is working with 
Jerome C. Williamson, chief post- 
al inspector for the Chicago dis- 
| trict. 

“We are investigating with all 
our resources to see if there is a 
shortage,” Williamson said. “We 
| are looking for a man, but haven’t 
| found him yet.” 

Postmaster John Haderlein 
would not comment, 
| Other officials, when asked why 
| so many stamps were on hand, ex- 
| plained that this is not uncommon

Airmail Cachet 
For Chanute Route 


Effective on or about August 
1, 1952, air mail service will be 
inaugurated at Chanute, Kans., on 
feeder route A. M. 107. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Chanute, and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmaster at Chanute 
must be prepaid at the appropri- 
ate air mail postage rate. Double 
postal cards and double post cards 
intended for return reply  pur- 
poses are not acceptable as first- 
flight covers. All covers should 
be accompanied by a letter au-| 
thorizing the holding of the covers | 
for the first flight and requesting 
the application of the cachet. 
Space approximately 2% x 21 
inches to the ieft on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. 

An enclosure of medium weight | 
should be placed in each enve- 
lope to obtain better impression? 
of cachet and postmark, and to 
prevent damage to cover or can- 
celing machine. | 

No provision will be made for | 
point to point covers.

tional amount for return postage 
at the rate of 3c for each five air 
letters ordered. Postage stamps 
are not acceptable in payment. 

The outside envelope must 
specify “First Day Air Letter” in 
the bottom left hand corner and 
an unstamped addressed envelope 
must be enclosed for the return 
of the cancelled air letter sheets. 

The public is requested not to 
combine orders for air letter 
sheets of the first day of issue 
and for UN postage stamps in one 
and the same order. Any such 
combined order received will be 
returned to the sender. 

Orders for air letters in mint 
condition (uncancelled) should 
be addressed to the UN Postal 
Administraticn, United Nations, 
New York, N. Y. without refer- 
ence to room number. 

Air letter sheets with first day 
cancellation will be mechanically 
folded cancelled and delivered in 
that form. Mint copies will be de- 
livered unfolded. 

Attention is drawn to the fact 
that United Nations air letter 
sheets are valid for postal pur- 
poses only if mailed at the United 
Nations Post Office Station, Head- 
quarters Building, N. Y.

All the post offices of Ireland 
have been listed with their Eng- 
lish language equivalents in a 
new reference brochure of 25 
pages, “The Post Offices of Ire- 
land”, 

It was edited by Neil Stack, 
and published by the Eire Phila- 
telic Association. It is available 
from the Association through its 
secretary John J. Clark, 947 E. 
32nd St., Brooklyn 10, N. Y. at 
$1.85 per copy, postpaid. 

Included in the listing are the 
six northern counties which are 
presently not a part of the re- 
public.

None of these items belong in a 
general stamp collection and the 
careless purchaser is often swin- 
dled out of fully half the purchase 
price. 

It should be added that packets 
made up in Belgium commonly 
contain hundreds of forgeries, 
again at the purchaser’s expense. 
Then too, “price” packet makers 
commonly mount their stamps 
with glue instead of hinges, with 
the result that many are damaged 
in removing them for mounting 
in one’s album. The best bet is 
to buy only packets advertised to 
contain neither postal stationery 


Scott-listed postage stamps. These 
will cost slightly more but will 
always give far greater value 
than those of uncertain origin and 
pedigree. Stamps, even in packets, 
have an international market 
value, and the bargain hunter al- 
ways ends up vlaying the sucker.
